In 1S73 a husband left his home and 


creditors in Belper for the liberty of 
Aiueiiea. The week after his flight all 
his [roods were put up at auction to satis- 
fy his debts. His wife claimed part of 
the money, and this being refused, she in- 
sisted on being offeied for sale as part of 
her husband's assets. There was no sale, 
however, for "Lot 29." 


In even more recent days wife sales 


were common, and are even being effected 
in this present year of prace. 


In 1SS7. in the Sheffield county court, a 


man admiiled thnt he bad bought another 
man's wife for 5 shillings. The agree- 
ment ran: 


"At the Royal Oak, Sheffield, I, Abra- 


ham Boolhroyd. acree to sell ray wife, 
Clara, to William Hall, both of Sheffield, 
for the sum of 5 shillings." 


In the Durham court in 1S94 it tran- 


spired that a man named Shaw sold his 
daughter, a girl of 16. to a collier called 
Cndman. The agreement was explicit: 


"I gire ray daughter into the care of 


your hands, to feed and clothe her in a 
proper manner. 
Tf not satisfied in one 


month, return my daughter same as she 
came to work for her living. I give you 
my daughter. I sell you my daughter foi- 
ls. Yours truly, B. Shaw."

admitted as n lawyer in Scotland led the 
attorney for a Scottish law society to in- 
vestigate the reasons assigned in early 
linm.tn times against women being al- 
lowed to become lawyers. The llemau 
regulation excluding women from becom- 
ing advocates was passed because of the 
unpleasant, ways of a persistent woman 
named Carfnnia, who, pleading- her case 
without due respect to the court, Io«t her 
ease, lost her temper and (innlly gave the 
.iudce a "piece of her mind." An early 
digest slates the objection in those days to 
wnmeti lawyers as follows: ''They should 
not mix themselves up with the affahs of 
others contra i y to the modesty betittina;

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


New Hampshire Board of Health. 


Says They Are Disappearing. 


COKOCED, April 27.—The state board 


of health makes this statement: Since 
May last there have been approximately 
250 cases of smallpox in the state of 
New Hampshire. Th" towns in which 
the epidemic have appeared are Man 
Chester, Pittsfield, dtrafford, Auburn, 
Portsmouth, Somerswortb, Hooksett, 
Milford, Harrisville, Swaczey, Eills- 
boro, Hancock, Keene and Alstead. 


The typa of the disease, as a whole, 


has been mild, and but four or five 
deaths have occurred from it. Its prev- 
alence has diminished rapidly of late, 
with but few»cases remaining. There 
are in Manchester, Somersworth, Mil- 
rord, Hancock, Harrisville and Keene— 
a total of less than 20 cases, all of which 
are believed to be well 
quarantined, 


Unless new cases arise from unexpected 
sources tbe disease will be stamped out 
in a very short time. 


Scarlet fever prevails in a few locali- 


ties iu the state, mostly of a mild type, 
but in same localities malignant cases 
have appeared. The epidemic, -which 
it ie now believed is rapidly diminish- 
ing in Keene, is the severest that we 
have had for many years in the state. 
There have been some 20 deaths in tbat 
city out of approximately 150 cases. 


The infection was planted at many 


different points in the city, in conse- 
quence of mild and unrecorded oases 
before the board of health bad any 
knowledge of its existence.

ant! vigorous action seems to have been 
taken and maintained by the local au 
thorilien. and the epidemic IB -oo the 
wane. At Meriden a severe type of this 
disease has existed, with some four or 
five deaths. Only two cases, however, 
remain at the present writing.
